Farm Machinery 


Its Care and Abuse 
While it is true that many farms 
are not equipped as they should be 
with proper machinery, it is also true 
that hundreds of dollars are lost in un- 
necessary otltlay, and thousands in 
unnecessary depreciation. 
During the Agricultural Survey 
work conducted by the Lands Com- 
mittee in 1913, some interesting facts 
tin this connection were revealed. 
farmer near Moosomin, Sask., 
after twelve years, was giving up 
farming, held an auction sale. His 
binder brought $80 and his other 
machinery sold proportionately high. 
It had all been well housed each year 
and the necessary repairing and paint- 
ing had been done. Ona neighboring 
\farm a binder which had been used 
for only three years, but left out of 
doors and néglected during that time, 
went to the scrap. heap and a new_one 
| was purchased, Conditions similar to 
‘the latter obtain over the whole of 
| Canada, but more frequently.in West- 
lern Canada. An implement house 
costs money, but if the depreciation 
on honsed and well-cared-for machin- 
ery is only one-third or less of that on 
machinery left out of doors, it is good 
| business to put a roof over the imple- 
ments.

Grazing on Dominion 
Forest Reserves 


The new regulations for the Domin- 
ion Forest Reserves, which recently 
went into force, make full provision 
for the grazing of live stock on auch 
reserves as frequently contain ‘vonsid- 
erable areas of grassland. The 
method to be followed is similar to 
that in successful operation on the 
National Forests in the United States, 
The pumber and kind of stock to be 
admitted into each reserve is deter- 
mined each year by the Director of | 
Forestry according to thé capacity 
of the reserve, 

in caseof manyapplications for graz- 
ing rights onany one reserve, the num- 
ber of stock which any one person iy 
entitled deg is fixed bya ‘grazing 
anit. based on the number of stock 
which can be carried during the win- 
ter by a homestead or small ranch, the 
object being to give settlers 
large grazing areas of their own, 
game facilities as those who have such 
areas. But, where there i# no danger 
of overgrazing, the number of stock

grazed by any one. person on a reserve | 


may considerably exceed this ‘crazing 
wnt.” - 
Application for grazing permits 
must be on special forms and should 
be made to the Director or local forest 
officer before the firstof March, Small 
resident farmers who are dependent 
on the forest reserve for range for 
their stock receive first consideration. 
The Director of Forestry fixes the dues 
for grazing permits for each forest re- 
serve, but the minimum dues for cattle 
or horses are to be five cents per head 
per month, and the maximunr des 
are to be ten cents per head permonth. 
The rate of dues charged for sheep is 


The principles which are to form the 
basis of a settlement between the two 
factions are 

First — That the settlement moat 
not be humiliating or degrading to 
Ulster. 

Second — Ulster’s treatment must 
not be different or exceptional from 
that meted out to the other parts of 
the United Kingiom. 

Third— Ulster must retain full pro- 
tection of the Lmperial Parliament. 

Fourth—The Home Rule Bill must 
not be such as to lead to ultimate sep- 
aration of Ulster from Great Britain, 

The seriousness of the situation may 
be seen from the statement made by 
Sir Edward Carson that the Ulster 
Volunteer who a year ago numbered 
10,000 now aggregated 90,000, The 
Ulster leaders claim that they have 
80,000 serviceable rifles arid millions of 
rounds of ammunition. 

The danger is still further eompli- 
cated by the great social unrest among 
the labor unions throughout all parts 
of Britain. 

If a satisfactory compromise can_ be 
reached and Home Rule given to Ire- 
land it will be the first step towards 
the establishinent of Home Rule 
throughout the different parts of the 
United Kingdom.

Not content with the improve- 
ment in the incandescent electric 
lamp brought about by using drawn 
wire filaments of tungsten instead 
of carbon, electrical experts are 
seoking even more efficient metallic 
filament. According to the Lon- 
don Times, ductile molybdenum 
may supply the want. Molybdenum 
seems to be the most promising of 
all the so-called rare metals at all 
suitable for use in electric lamps. 
Molybdenuni has rarely if ever been 
melted ; consequently, filaments of 
the pure or the alloyed metal could 
be used at a higher temperature 
than tungsten. That would mean 
better lights, for the efficiency of 
an electric lamp largely depends on 
the temperature to which the fila* 
mente can be raised. Molybdenum 


is @ white metal almost as malle-| 


able as iron. It can be forged while 
hot, and worked up into thi 4, 
which in turn can be drawn into 
wire. Experts are now trying to 
find out whether the wire can 
drawn fine enough to have the ne- 
oessary electrical resistance.

The beds have grown 
to 250. the dollars to thousatds, the 
friends to hundreds. 1875, the firat 
year, 44 in-patients. 67 ont-patients; 
1915, last year, 1,648 in-patients, 25,507 
out-patients; 1875, 1 nurses; 1915, 79 
nurses. 

Since 1876, thirty-eight years ago, 
the Hospital has admitted within ite 
walla 21,018 children aa in-patients, 
and 149,231 as out-patients, a total of 
180.249. or an average of 4,743 per 
year, Of the 21.018 in-paticota, 16,000 
were from Toronto, and 5,818 from 
other parts of the Province; 10,150 of 
the total in-patients were cured, and. 
6.367 were improved.

best type of bucket is one with 4 
| rounded bottom. which prevents its 
sittine on the ficor, and so m*kes 
it. useless. for ord’nary household 
\work. These buckete rhould be 
painted red. and should be filled 
at regular intervals to replace wa- 
ter lost by evaporation. For the 
same reason buckets provided with 
covers are better than open buck- 
ets and prevent dust and other ma- 
terial getting into the water and 
making it unpleasent. One such 
bucket at least ought to be provid- 
ed.on every floor of the house or 
barn. They shoukd be located near 
the stairs or entrance to the build- 
ing, so that those rushing in from 
the outside or storting for the stairs 
can get them without delay. 

The rounded bottom buckets can 
be kept either in a bench with «@ 
hole cut in it to receive the bucket 
or else can be suspended out of 
reach of children, from a metal or 
wooden bracket. 

These buckets are particularly 
important in winter in climates 
where pumps or taps may freeze. 
As a general rule the fire risk is 
| greatest in cold weather. because 
‘that is the time when the stoves 
land furnaces are made as hot as 
| possible to keep the house warm. 
Tn case of the barn. the water in 
these buckets can be kept from 
\freezing, except at temperot res 
below zero, by adding two pounds 
and one ounce. or slightly over two 
pounds of fused calcium chloride to 
each gallon of water. This ea'civm 
chloride must not be confvsed with 
the ordinary chloride of lime. the 
bleaching powder. The ealciv'm 
chicride is very inexpensive snd 
both keeps the water from freezirg 
at temperatures above zero ard 
also prevents rapid evaporation. 
| With this mixture in his fire buck- 
ets. the farmer. except in cases of 
junusually low temperatvre, has al. 
‘ways at his command the means cf 
checking the start of a fire in his 
barns.

Let. There Be Moderation In the 
Christmas Gift. 


One of the sina of Christmaatide 
is that we give when we cannot af- 
ford to do so. It seems contradic 
tory to use the word ein in. coritec- 
tion with giying. None the less, 
the two words may very @ppropri- 
ately go together unless wo sre 
careful to say that some wo-oalled 
giving ie not true giving. 

The majority of people havo to 
dual with incomes that have cast 
iron. limitations, so that to spend 
lavishly or carelessly for the sake of 
giving to a friend on the right, may 
mean that the butcher and the 
bakor on the left will suffer great 
inconvenience, if not loss, because 
of long-delayed bill-paying. Little 
self-sacrifices are. highly appropri- 
ate for the sake of giving to the 
dear ones, in fact add value to the 
gifts, and forcing eactifices upon 
others is a very different matter. 
Such management of Christmas giv- 
ing brings it down to the level with 
straining after the muat haves of 
the fashionable world; yes, carries 
it on inte the realm of injustice. 

Not always does free-handed gilv- 
ing mean debts. It may mean 
pinching along without things that 
are essentially more important than 
gift-giving. Jt would not be hard 
to find oases in which the money 
value given away morely to keep 
up with social conventions would 
far better be used to provide a va- 
eation for. father or mother, of 
more fuel to keep the house com- 
fortable, or a better supply.of win- 
ter clothing all around, or a few 
books and games, even parties, to 
make home attractive to the chil- 
dren.

‘The biggest and best known of the 
threa Christmes Islands is the one 
which lies a couple of hundred 
miles south of Java.

The reason is that it is note coral 
island, and, instead of a shore 
white eand, it is surrounded on all 
sides by steep, stern-looking cliffs, 
while a little distance off the shore 
the sea is over.a mile deop! 

In 1888, Andrew ©. Ross, brother 
of the King of Cocos Keeling Is- 
lands, landed there, and made a4 
settlement. He found thet the 
birds were so tame that they did 
not even trouble to fly away. You 
could cateh pigeons with a wire 
noowe on the end of a stick. 
Thrushes could be taken with a but- 
terfly-net. 

Another island which, if not 
named after Christmas, has, at any 
rate, the name of a Christmas com- 
modity, is Plum-Pudding Island, 
off the coast of Bouth Africa, It 
owes its name to its queer forma- 
tion, blocks of stone being stuck, 
like plums in a pudding in ite grav- 
elly cliffs. ‘ 

Some five or six years ago there 
was great excitement about a dia- 
mond-<ligging syndicate which was 
said to have discovered diamonds 
on this island, But.the Cape Gov- 
ernment refused to permit a fand- 
ing, and Plum-Pudding Island is 
left to the millions of sea birds 
which inhabit it.
